Ore shipments - being the product of 
t,lie exploring' drifta— began on ,7uno iilJth 
past, and since that date up lo .July l Uli, 
inclusive, there have been sent to the 
.San Francisco iiiueller 77 tons of ore con- 
taining 5U,ti07 iionuda of lead at 4 cents 
per pound and 11,318 ounces of silver at 
02 cents an ounce, making a total value of 
$r»,31U.84. As much if not more low 
grade ore, has also been put in the dump 
for fntiiro consiiluraliim. 

With one or two .'inch mines us this to 
demonstrate tho great ricluiesH lying iiid- 
den in our nioinifaiiis, mining should take 
a great impetus in British Columbia, and 
become, as there is no reason why it 
should not, the principal industry of this 
great province. Wo heartily congratulRto

'J'lio eveniiit; pai)ei- 
is nothing, ho.vovur, if in it ii party ori;aii, 
and would probably gluiit over ii gen- 
eral inasaacfu of the white people of tlic 
north if only such a result was calculated 
to^seriougly embarrass the Government, 
which Is its particular abonunution. Surely 
such conduct is disgraoefulj ttiud sorely 
Vthe intelligent public must condemn so 
unreasonable and so injudicious a course! 
Instead of assisting, in so far 
ai he can, in making the enterprise a auc- 
oess, our co^nteuiporary enduavois to 
throw all the cold water possible on it, 
and to lind all throujjii cviaoiices of liia 
own superior wisdom.

The Minister of Finance 
had lost the confidenoe of tho bankers and 
parliament: Mr. Tisza left tho interiof 
department and took charge of the Treas- 
ury. The situation at once changed, and 
govoriiniont bonds which had gre.atly de- 
clined, iiniiiediately rn.se to their iioiuiiuil 
iiuotatioii. Mr. Tisza has (jue tniit in 
coiiiiiioii witii Ills revolutionary associates 
of 184'.l- ho detest.s the Russians. This 
bate exphiiiis better than anything else 
his outburst against a uouutrytiiat is very 
friendly with the old enemy and very — 
cool about the new ally.

MR. TISZA 

Of the personality of Mr. Tisza, wlio 
has lately launched the thunders of his 
ijliyfjuence against France and pretended 
that the lives and property of Hmigariatis 
might be in danger a year hence at the 
French capittkl, we have heard little. This 
man who has suddenly acquired' a Eilro- 
pean notoriety was but little known some 
eight weeks tigo beyond tho contines of 
Austriji-Iluugary. And yet, this ardent 
.Magyar has l)ecii sinco 187ti Prime Minis- 
ter and virtual dictator of the country 
tiiat is always surrounded with the sim- 
n'/icr of Kossiitli. Was it Oisraeli who 
once dcliiicU a conservative .is " a radical 
gone to seed i" We are not sure on this 
jioint, but at all events Mr, Koloman Tis- 
za corresponds very well to this doiiliition. 
He was about eighteen when the revolu- 
tion of 1849 broke out and therefore ten 
young- to take a leading part in the move- 
ment. He iirst came into notice ten 
years later, when the Austrian Mini.stor 
of Public Worship granted an (U'g.anic 
statute to the nuiuoroiia Protostal.t" in 
Hungary. The Calviniat M;igyars, with 
Mr. Tisza at their head, refused to accept 
a law that had not been Mited and con- 
lirined by the national represuntation. 
The Minister declined to Accede to this 
democratic ^sanction, the Suiigarian Pro- 
t estanta rebelled and Mr. TisiSa received a 
year's imprisonment for his opposition to 
the Viennese power. His' condemnation 
increased his popularity and he became 
famous — ill Hungary. When the Diet 
was convoked, in IfSliO, Mi'. Tis/.a was sent 
to till! Chaiiiberas Deputy from Debrecx.iii, 
.iiiil took hia seat among tlie radicals. .\t 
that time he was in hvor of a Ma};yar re- 
public siu-li as Ko.yiutli had dreamed in 
184'.l: oiilv he wuiiled Koloniaii Tis/.a to 
be the President. 'iJnring the next fifteen 
years this leader oft the E.xtrenie Loft was 
a revolutionisi, andVU his speeches in the 
Huiigarmn parliaineht were directed 
against the Austrian Empire and all idea 
of a dual government. His party was bo 
fierce in its opposition that it was CiiUcd 
" the tiger party." When Deak died, in 
1H75, the 111,'ijority that he hnii 'i«ld 
getlier for ten years, became divided by 
jiersoiial rivalries. Tia/.a, reniiiincing bis 
Mppusition to tlie dualist pact, saw that 
jtlie moment had eoine to rather the 
' liolitiral miucessioii. He (blew aside the 
lirogramiiie tliat iiad made lii.s |jopiil,iritv. 
got rid of his old friends who leinaiiied 
trUe to their principles, and fonaed tin- 
fusionist jiarty, giving to the piomineiit 
men in each faction a share in the |iower 
and spoils. It was this new majority that 
enabled Mr, Tisza to boeoine Priino 
Minister in acceptiug the principle of 
dualism that hu had so [lursisbently op- 
posed. Once ill power this former radical 
no hmgor thought of overturning the

tract ocoupies an immense area between 
, tbe Maliunnda and the Godavery rivers;

'For those coiitL'iil with ii mIdwIv paying 
oocupiiti(,iii uml n liaril life, iuvolviiiK clone 
KUpurvi.sioii of llif u-ui-ticrs, tliaiiioiui min- 
ing will l);iy, i)roviiled .such pcr.soiis pos- 
ses.s capital a\il!lciL'iit to UlsC them a few 
years. Tlie ilianiomls now are usually 
brought from Pailcal, close tu tlie south- 
ern portion ot the Nizam's domiuion.s. 
The deepest pits are not more lliuii tweh e 
feet. Tlu! matrl.x of Mm diaiiiond iiitliu.se 
localities i.-; a coiiLjloiiierale saiKistoiie,. 
The appliances of luuilern iiiacliiiiery for 
e.xcavatiuii, etc., direcied by men of ficl- 
eiice, may possildy briiit; to light genid 
thitt have not been discovered by the rude 
native processes of .search. 

It would he curious to ascertaiu the 
yield of diamonds in tlie east from those 
inine.s in the last ;!50 years, and uf Brazil 
ill the la.sl. IfiO years since tlie discovery 
there; hut no sucli data iirc oblaiuable, 
nor indeed (•an any reliable estimate be 
formed of the value of llie diitniunds 
.owned in ditlereiil cuiinliies. 

From (he four principal uiincH in Gri- 
,(|nahind (whicli all lie within a circle with 
u diameter ot three miles), calt;ulatinL; the 
amount of diainoudifiirmis jjround re- 
moved and the known average yield per 
'load in each, it is louiul that not less thau 
'33,000,OfM) ciiriits of diamonds (or more 
than (i 1-- tons weit;ht) must have been 
extracted since the lirst dlyeovery, realiz- 
ing in round munhers il-lO.OOOiOOd. 

TIIK KA.MOUS IvIMliKlil.KV. 

The yield of diamonds from llie Kiniber- 
loy mine alone, from the oi-ening in 1871 
to the end of bSS.'i, is stated to have e.\- 
ceeded IT.oOO.UOU carats, eipial to three 
and o»ic'-half Ions weight of precious 
Stones, in vnlne about .!.'-JU,l)l)0,(WO. To 
obtain this, as iiiaiiy thousand tuns ot reef 
' and ground have had lo !>.■ e.vcavated. 
The mint^ Is 4.'jU feel deep, jiiul the cubical 
coilteuts of (his hUKe cavitv measures 
about O.OoO.blH) cubic vards. 'Four thous- 
and Kaliirs are employed at this mine, 
and more than 20,000 natives of Africa 
arrive yearly at the mines In search of 
work; so that the employment of native 
lalwr and the development of native trade 
I're iiicldentid heiietlcs conferred on South 
Africa by the discovery of the diamond 
Aelds. 

The Dutch uoveruntent are the owners 
lOf the diamond mines in Borneo, which 
Are situated in the district of Lamfak, in 
the territory- of Ponteynuak; they are 
■worked by Dynk.M ami Malays, but with 
far superior skill by the Chinese. The 
• geins.are found in a yellow colored gravel, 
i\t depth;* ranging to sixty feet. Ad- 
vances are marie to the udners. who are 
bonnd to deliver all stones at 20 per ceut. 
lielow their market Vdlue. 

Diamond , mining in Ifew .Squth "Wale's 
is llke^y to...b^cVu'eof much iinportancd^ 
aud-tl'ie".'cblonisls are sangaine of being 
_ able to compete with South Africa in this 
' trade. Twelve thjonstnid ilinmonds lia-\ e 
been obtained np 'to the present time, 
cliiefly from the tertiary gnivels niid re- 
cent ilrifts in the Uinj;eia, Invorell and 
Chlttagonu' dislricis, Plie birgest dia- 
nuind yel found weiL'heil 1(1.2 grains, or 
aboiil ri ."i canils.

'I'he .search for gem stone.^ is carried on 
la th« most ijrimitive manner iu Ceylon. 
The soil, supposed to l)e rich in precious 
stones, is rented for an annual sum from 
tlie goveriimeni . Coolies are set to work 
to dig the earl h, which is heaped upon 
one side, and llieii waslieil iluough a 
Injiigh with variously sized perforated 
zinc stops, which retain all stones, accord - 
iiig Iu thi'ir size.-. Tlie.-e are |)lai'i'd on .'i 
table or lint suifaee, and tlie gi.'uis av\i 
easily distiuguislied and picked out. The 
proportion of gems capable of being cut 
and really marketable is not more than 
1 per cent. 

Of the siliceous gems, the amethyst, uf 
a purplish violet hue, is the. most valu- 
able. The best amethysts are broiiglu 
from Camliay in India, and from I'.iberia. 
Ceylon ami Persia, where they are found 
both lining the cavities of geodes and iii 
rolled mas.ses. The chief supply ufthe bUm 
turquoise is drawn from the peninsula; of 
Si]&di, 'tbc' great mining district of the an - 
cient Egyptians,— Professor P. L. Sim 
monds in Journal of the Society of Arts.

Couves. .Mr. Truian was a pioneer resi- 
dent of this city, having arrived here Ul

goverunieiit employ bir over twenty-live 
years as chief guard of the cliaiugang. He 
was (15 years of tige, luid leaves a wife ami 
four children — two sons ami two daus/li- 
ters. The funeral will take place on 
Wednesday afternoon from his late resi- 
dence, Michigan street, uiider the aus- 
pices of Victoria Lodge, No. 1, I. O. O.

put my baud on the back of his hoad; a 
fi'w miniilcs after that In^ was ilead; he 
turned bl.-ick aluuit the lips; a medical 
Ulan was scul fm- ri;ilit away; have known 
Mr. Truran for years; did not hear 

him eoin|ilain of Ins long walks to the 
gaol or to government buildings. 

.Aaron Workman, sworn — This niorning 
Mr. Truran came here at 7.'.it> o'clock and 
sat down in a chair; he asked Mr. Corr, 
"Are you going out with me f" Corr an- 
swered "yes. " Deceased then stooped 
down to untie his shoe; he ' untied one 
and then .sat up in his chair, leaned b.-ick 
and gave three long sighs; 1 ran to him 
and bathed his forehead with cold water; 
he never sjioke again and died very easy; 
never heard him complain of illness or of 
the long walks. 

■ lames Parsons, sworn — This niorning 
went to the ollice of the provincial gaol 
to see if .Mr. 'I'rur.-in was ready logo out 
with the chain-gang; saw him sitting on a 
chair in a atoojting attitude untying his 
shoe; then went to the kitchen to prepare 
the day's rations for the men, and when i 
returned to the office 1 found Mr. John 
at the tuleiilione cidling for a doctor and 
Corr and Workman bathing iMi'. Truran's 
head with cold water; I undid his shirt 
flout .uid g«it more water; .is Mr. .lohii 
could get no answer from the teleiihoiie I 
went to town and brought out l)r. 
Helincken in a carriage; deceased never 
complained to niu of the long walks to 
iind from the gaol; he always changed his 
shoes at the gaol every morning before 
going out with the chain-gang. 

This cuiicludod the evidence, and the 
jury after a few minutes consultation, 
brought in a verilict that deceased came 
to his death from natural causes.
